Loxpon, Nov. 20.—A correspondent of the 
Observer, writing from Versailles on the 15th, 
gives a gloomy picture of the German situa- 
tion. It seems that no bombardment of Paris 
is possible before next spring, as the heavy 
guns have not yet been brought up, owing to 
the muddy roads. The Germans are con- 
structing entrenchments in their rear to guard 
against attack from the French. 

The hospitals, too, are said to be ina bad 
cordition ard filled with sick, who die rapid- 
ly, avd their places are immediately filled with 
new victims. The prevalent diseades are 
pneumonia and small-pox. 

The French continue with incessant aetivity 
throwieg tp new works and armiug them 
with guns, whereof they seem to have: au in- 
exbeaustible supply. They are digging rifle- 
pits, and also apparently constructing mines. 
An ominous silence hes prevailed for some 
days in their large forte, and there has been 
very little firing. Great bodies of troops are 
exercised every day on the plains in front of 
Mt. Valerien, on the penmeula bounded by 
the Seine, and on the roads leading south, of 
the city. 

Large quantities of vegetables are still in 
the fields around the city, and parties are 
every day engaged in digging and conveying 
them inside.

Negro Testamony. 

Several of those who were a little while 
ago denouncing the Counran-JouRNAL, 
because it urged the revision of our rules 
of evidence so as to. bring the negro into 
the State Courts of Kentucky and relieve 
the white people of the disadvantage 
which pressed upon them in the United 
States Court, are now saying, “Well, we'll 
concede testimony, but that is ‘the last 
concession we'll make.” 

This w very innocent, high-minded, and 
sagacious. A year ago.the same parties 
swore they would not; now, they think 
that—well, may be—they will. 

But who asks them to make any conces- 
sion? Not the negroes certainly, nor the 
Radicals, who want nothing ot the kind. 
They, the negroes. and the Radicals, are 
pertectly satiefied andindependent, They 
have a Court of their own and can jerk a 
Democrat out of the Ceepest recesses of 
the mountains on a five-dollar writ and 
drag him, halt over the State te appear 
before a Federal Court anda picked jury 
already prejudiced against him, Our plan 
has been to reduce the negro to the level 
of the white man, and our Bourbon. as- 
sailante call this “a concession tp the 
negro.”

If the commg ses- 
sion of the Legislature at Frankfort 
should pass an act admitting negro evi- 
dence it would concede nothing to the 
blacks that they do not possess and have 
not long possessed in a greater measure 
than Kentucky has the power to bestow. 
It is the white Democrat who is- inter- 
ested, not the negro. 

Beyond this nothing remains in the 
matter, its political significance having 
done its worst, but the abstraction that it 
is wicked and unwise to exclude any evi- 
dence that is likely to throw light upon 
legal investigations or coniribute to the 
rendering of justice m law between man 
and man.

When the idea of constructing the enormous 
hammer * Fritz’’ was first conceived in 1859 
it beeame known to machinists not connected 
with the establishment, and was generally 
ridiculed, The constraction of such a tre- 
mendcug engine was held to bean impossibil- 
ity; aud even if completed it was argued that 
it would be beyond all human skill to bring 
it into motion; finally it was said the hammer 
wonid destroy itself and everything arouod 
it when set to work. Krupp, however, went 
to work without delay, al aah he did not 
undervalue the enormous difficalties to be en- 
countered, in time succeeded. The ham- 
mer, although only one piece, consists of two 
substances. The lower part of tae form was 
tilled with smelted cast-steel, upon which, 
before it became cold, cast-iron was poured, 

the lower part of which mixed homogeneous- 
ly with the surface of the casi-stee), thus 
forming ove solid mass. When a block of 
stee] of 74.000 pounds is safficientiy heated 

to be ready for the bammer, the immense 
mass Of metal is removed from the furnace on 
a solid iros wagon on rails; almost impercep- 
tibly the heavy chains connected with the 
steam-crane ee it, end ima few seconds 
tbe lump is nd deposited on the anvil. 
The heat cqanetitin hae this mass of metal 
is such that one can not stand within 25 yards; 
the workmen, however, protect themselves, 
avd are enabled to stand nearer. Now the 
work of the Cyclops commences, and as he de- 
scends with his tremendous weight on the 
mase of metal below, a myried of sparks 
spread in all duections. The pote =e on of 
this hasamer has eost 720,000 thalers, although 
every part of 1t was manufactured within the 
torge; it is worked almost umunterruptedly dey 
end night, that it may the better earn the 
interest on the capital invested in it.
